Mutilated Bodies of Trio 
Are Discovered in Deep 
Ravine by Boy Scouts; 
All Had Been Ravished 


Before Being Slain. 


VICTIMS ALL DIED 
OF STRANGULATION 


Alleged Murderer Was on 
Probation; Said To Have 
Enticed Youngsters by 
Promise of Rabbit Hunt. 


INGLEWOOD, Cal., June 28.— 
(/P)—Strangled to death by a sex- 
ual degenerate who lured them 
from a playground Saturday, the 
mutilated bodies of three little 
. girls were discovered today in a 
deep ravine in the Baldwin Hills. 

Two of the children, Madeline 
Everett, 7, and her sister, Melba, 
9, had been choked to death with 
clothesline rope which the fiend 
apparently used to drag them to 
the floor of the ravine, midway 
between here and Culver City. 

Jeanette Stephens, 8, had been 
choked by the hands of the kid- 
naper. There were horrible bruises 
on her face. Her mouth was cut 
ard distorted. 

Crime of Degenerate. 

Ed Muir, captain of detectives, 
said the slayings were the “crime 
of one man, a sexual degenerate; 
we believe we know who he is, and 
that he will be arrested, eventual- 
ly.” 
Dr. A. F. Wagner, county autop- 
sy surgeon, reported after a cur- 
sory examination that all three 
girls had been criminally attacked, 
then choked to death. He express- 
ed belief they were killed Satur- 
day afternoon. 

Boy Scouts, who were among 
the 500 police and_ volunteer 


* searchers who combed the rolling 


hills all last night and _ today, 
made the gruesome discovery. 

The children were lying in a 
straight line on the sandy bottom | 
of the ravine, about 25 yards from | 
each other. They were barefoot. 
Their clothing was disarranged, 
their tiny dresses pulled up above 
their heads. 

Shoes Side by Side. 

On the bank of the ravine, 
searchers found three pairs of lit- 
tle shoes, all side by side, as 
though placed there by the girls 
before venturing below. 

Simultaneously with the dis- 
covery, Captain William Penprase, 
of the sheriff’s bureau of inves- 
tigation, sent a statewide teletype 
broadcast asking authorities to 
pick up Othel Leroy Strong, 42. 

The broadcast stated Strong is 
wanted on suspicion of kidnaping 
the three girls Saturday. The mes- 
sage said he probably was driving 
a 1929 or 1930 (Ford) roadster, 
minus running boards, fenders and 
top. 

Police said Strong was convict- 
ed last year of assaulting a girl

Kills One, R 


avages Homes 


Jenkins and Screven Counties’ Crops Are Seriously Dam- 
aged; Highways Are Badly Washed and Are Left 
Littered With Wind-Torn Debris. 


By the Associated Press. ‘ 
Winds of cyclonic proportions 
struck the southeastern section of 
Georgia yesterday afternoon, 
claimed one life and did damage 
to crops and property which ob- 
servers estimated would run into 
thousands of dollars. 

Apparently striking first in Jen- 
kins county, a funnel-shaped 
cloud dipped into the Perkins sec- 
tion, unroofed houses and barns, 
and then was dissipated as it mov- 
ed slowly in a northerly direction. 

Almost two hours later, 5:30 p. 
m. (Atlanta time), winds of tre- 
mendous force struck the north- 
ern portion of Screven county, re- 
sulting in the death of an uniden- 
tified negro, and destroying crops 
in its path as it moved down the 
Savannah river toward Savannah. 

A negro tenant house five miles 
north of Swainsboro was struck 
by lightning and destroyed ty 
fire. None was injured. The house 
was on a farm owned by J. R. 
Coleman. 

Nunez, Webster and Lexsy 
were in the path of the storm 
striking near Swainsboro. 

Several barns were unroofed 
and trees blown down. 

Lightning struck the milking 
barn on the dairy farm of J. T. 
Yeomans and “slightly stunned 


tthree men working there. The 
barn was not badly damaged. 

Rain and hail accompanied the 
storm through that section. 

Although a large portion of the 
crops in Screven county were un- 
der water, most of the property 
damage was centered near, Per- 
kins in Jenkins county, where one 
observer said he saw three funnel- 
shaped clouds at one time. 

The Adrian section of Emanuel 
county reported hard rains and 
strong winds, but apparently no 
great damage to crops. 

At the home on the property of 
J. R. Coleman, near Swainsboro, 
a negro was sitting on the porch 
when lightning struck, but was 
unharmed. 

In Screven county, the only re- 
ported fatality resulted when a 
large tree was blown across a road 
just as the negro, in a heavy truck, 
approached. The tree caused the 
truck to overturn, killing the 
driver. The truck was said to 
have been the property of Roy 
Tankerson, a lumber dealer. 

Just across the Savannah river 
in South Carolina, the Augusta 
Chronicle correspondent at Allen- 
dale reported that a man had been 
struck by lightning, knocked sev- 
eral feet, butyhad been unhurt by 
the experience.

ment Acts To Protect 
Franc During Debates. 


PARIS, June 29.—(Tuesday.)— 
(P)—Finance Minister Georges 
Bonnet, at once assuming his du- 


ties after returning from the am- 
bassadorship to the United States 
at the request of Premier Camille 
Chautemps, early today decreed 
suspension of all gold and foreign 
exchange payments until further 
notice, 

The suspension, coupled with 
closing of the Bourse, was consid- 
ered in financial quarters to be an 
effort to protect the franc from 
speculative attacks during parlia- 
mentary debate on new financial 
measures, designed to solve the 
problems of budget deficit and re- 
store France’s economic equilib- 
rium. 

Extent of Decrees. 
- The decrees, published in the 
official journal this morning, fol- 
lows: 

“Payment of commercial bills 
and other commercial engagements 
drawn in gold or foreign cur- 
rencies falling due beginning June 
29, can be carried over on written 
demand of the debtor. 

“The date after which payment 
can be demanded will be fixed by 
order of the finance minister.” 

The decree continued “protest 
may not be presented before the 
date fixed by decision aforemen- 
tioned concerning commercial bills, 
payment of which will be carried 
over. 

“During the same period, inter- 
est on debt arising from bills and 


other commercial engagements in-| 


volved in the foregoing articles 
will be calculated at the discount 
rate of the Bank of France.”

clouded by the declaration of 
Reichsfeuhrer Adolf Hitler at 
Wurzburg that Germany re- 
nounced further efforts at interna- 
tional co-operation in the patrol. 

In Rome Virginio Gayda, often 
spokesman for the Fascist regime, 
declared Italy and Germany would 
not accept a “complete” patrol of 
Spanish coasts by Britain and 
France. That, he said, would fa- 
vor the Spanish government. 

“Nothing can be done, especially 
in the Mediterranean,” without 
Italy and Germany, he declared in 
Giornale D’Italia. 

But neither Hitler nor Gayda in- 
dicated a definite course for their 
nation, and London officials wait- 
ed for tomorrow’s meeting to re- 
veal whether the two Fascist 
powers will aid, obstruct or merely

The announcement was publish- 
ed in the Khabarovsk newspaper 
Pacific Star of June 20, which 
reached Moscow today. 

The 37 were described in brief 
communiques as alleged Trotsky- 
ists, Japanese spies and “diver- 
sionists” who were executed for 
wrecking activities on the Far 
Eastern railway.

EE. COX CRITICIZES 


GeorgianTells House Her 
Plan Is Indication She 
‘Approves of Violence.’ 


WASHINGTON, June 28.—(UP) 
Representative Eugene Cox, Dem- 
ocrat, Georgia, charged from the 
house floor today that Secretary 
of Labor Frances Perkins’ sugges- 
tion that Governor Martin Davey, 
of Ohio, invoke state subpoena 
powers to end the steel strike is 
“shocking” and is an indication 
that “she approves of violence un- 
der certain circumstances.” 

If such a suggestion had come 
from any other member of the 
cabinet or from any other respon- 
sible government official, Cox 
said, “there would be a dozen res- 
olutions offered here this morning 
asking for an immediate inquiry.” 
Describing the incident as “one of 
the most shocking that has taken 
place in years,” the Georgian 
shouted: 

“This is no time for the suspen- 
sion of public law, but it is the 
time for rigid enforcement of law 
if this government is to survive.” 

“Duress, Extortion.” 

The suggestion, he said, was the 
Governor, use the subpoena pow- 
er “to put certain officials of the 
steel industry in duress and close 
their plants by the state militia 
and maintain the status until the 
CIO has extorted from them such 
contract as they desire. 

“While wo do not need this 
statement to know that the secre-, 
tary approved of the use of vio- 
lence under certain circumstances, 
we were not prepared to expect 
the advocacy of duress and extor- 
tion from one standing so high in 
the administration. 

“Is it to be understood as an 
open declaration of war on the 
constitutional rights of the citi- 
zens? Is the government to join 
hands with certain lawless groups 
and not only seize the property of 
an employer, but the person of the 
employer as well... .?

PORT DARWIN, Australia, June) 
29.—(Thursday) — (#7) — Amelia 
Earhart took off today on another 
lap in her “just-for-fun flight” 
around the world, heading pre- 
sumably for Lae, New Guinea, on 
Australia’s northern coast. 

She lifted her plane into the air 
at 6:49 a.m. (4:19 p.m. Monday, 
Atlanta time) without formally 
announcing her destination. She 
had said earlier, however, that 
Lae was her next goal. 

She landed here at 11:28 a. m. 
yesterday (8:58 p. m., Sunday, At- 
lanta time) after a 500-mile flight 
from Koeping, Timor island. 

From Lae, the American flyer 
intended to hop to Howland Is- 
land, tiny American possession 
just above the equator Pp whats 
by about 2,550 miles island- 
studded Pacific ocean from New 
Guinea. 

“From Lae to Howland island 
will be the worst section of the 
flight,” Miss Earhart said, “but 
with Freddy Noonan navigating 
I’m confident we’ll make it.” Cap- 
tain Fred Noonan is her naviga- 
tor. 

From Howland island she plans 
to fly to Hawaii and California.

YOUNGSTOWN, Ohio, June 28. 
(P) — Steel executives mapped 
pliens tonight to reopen more 
picket-sieged mills, asserting the 
33-day-old strike by John L. 
Lewis’ CIO was definitely 
“broken.” 

Strike leaders promptly retorted 
the companies were staging 
“dummy” back-to-work : parades. 

Chief of Police Gillen at War- 
renton, Ohio, announced the 
“smashing of a dynamite ring” 
through the arrest and the confes- 
sion, he said, of three CIO strikers. 
The confession, he said, solved a 
series of dynamitings in the vi- 
cinity of the Republic Steel Com- 
pany mill here. 

Organizer Named. 

The confessions named Gus Hall, 
CIO organizer for the Warren- 
Niles strike sector, as having plot- 
ted the bombings, the chief said. 

Charges of “unlawful possession 
and use of explosives” were made 
against Hall and five others. 

Gillen said he had Arthur Scott, 
John Boraweic and George Bundas 
in custody. Bond was set .at 
$25,000. 

Their statements, as related by 
the police chief—who said the na- 
tional guard co-operated in the in- 
vestigation—charged Hall with di- 
recting the bombing plots. 

The statement of Scott charged 
Hall with having issued orders to 
blow up homes of non-strikers and 
to set off bombs on the property 
of the Republic Steel Corporation, 
the Light and Power Company, the 
Baltimore & Ohio and the Penn- 
sylvania railroads, a bridge at the 
Trumbull Cliff furnaces belonging 
to Republic, and hundreds of gal- 
lons of volatile benzol, stored near 
Republic’s benzol works.

LOS ANGELES, June 28.—The 
prospect of an almost immediate 
special session of the Georgia gen- 
eral assembly loomed large here 
today as Governor Rivers sum- 
moned Senate President John B. 
Spivey, Speaker of the House Roy 
V. Harris, Charles S. Reid, chair- - 
man of the state Democratic exec- 
utive committee, and his executive 
secretary, Downing Musgrove, to 
Los Angeles by airplane for a con- 
ference on the matter at the Ce- 
dars of Lebanon hospital here 
Wednesday aftternoon. 


The Governor called the legis- 
lative leaders and. Musgrove to 
Los Angeles after his physicians 
announced that he “is well on the 
way to recovery” from an illness 
which felled him while on a visit 
to this city. 

Temperature Normal. 

The physicians attending the 
Governor pronounced his temper- 
ature normal and declared that, 
although the threat of pneumonia 

impends, they. now believe the 
chief executive out of danger. 

Although weakened from his 
stay in the hospital, Governor 
Rivers announced he wanted to 
discuss with Harris, Spivey and 
Reid the probability of issuing the 
call for a session to provide funds 
for the payment of old-age pen- 
sions and to permit the legislature 
to classify intangible property for. 
taxation as provided ‘or in the 
constitutional amendment ratified 
by the voters on June 8. 

- Party To Leave Today. 

Spivey, Harris, Reid and Mus- 
grove will leave Atlanta by air- 
plane late tomorrow afternoon and 
are scheduled to arrive at the.Bur- 
bank airport at 7:30 o’clock Wed-< 
nesday morning. They are sched- 
uled to go immediately to the Los 
Angeles Biltmore hotel where 
members of the Rivers’ party have 
been staying and there to prepare 
for the conference which will be 
in the Governor’s room at the 
Cedars hospital. 

Musgrove informed Governor 
Rivers late today that he had con- 
tacted the president of the senate, 
the speaker of the-house and the 
executive committee chairman at 
their respective homes and that 
they will be in Atlanta tomorrow 
in time to catch the afternoon 
plane. 

The chief executive’s secretary 
also said he had two or three mi< 
nor matters to present to the Gov-~ 
ernor on his visit here.

ECONOMY PROGRAM, 


RESTORES FARM CUT 


$630,000,000. Soil Conserva- 
tion Measure Sent to 
White House. 


WASHINGTON, June 28.—(?) 
A senate economy wave receded 
rapidly today. Outspoken cham- 
pions of reduced spending sat si- 
lent while the chamber, without 
debate, agreed to restore a $60,- 
000,000 cut made last month in a 
$500,000,000 appropriation for the 
soil conservation service. 

The reduction had been greatest 
single result of weeks of economy 


agitation. The provision for nul-| 
lifying the cut was contained in| 


a conference committee report on 
the agriculture department appro- 
priation bill for next fiscal year. 

Soon after the senate approved 
the report, the house did likewise, 
and sent the $630,000,000 measure 
to the White House for President 
Roosevelt’s signature. 

Conferees sought to reach agree- 
ment on a $660,000,000 appropri- 
ation for military and civil func- 
tions of the war department. 

Last week the senate, with 
hardly a mention of economy, 


doubled a $52,500,000 provision | 


made by the house for flood con- | 
trol, and in addition increased the 
authority of the army engineers 
to enter construction contracts. 

Another economy proposal was 
defeated later in the day when 
the senate rejected, 39 to 26, an 
appropriations committee request 
that $10,000,000 be trimmed from 
the interior department’s funds 
for vocational education. 

With only a_ brief discussion, 
the senate adopted a conference 
report on the administration’s $1,- 
500,000,000 relief bill and sent it 
to the house for final congression- 
al action.

Governo1 Townsend said he 
would not put the city under mar- 
tial law “unless the situation be- 
comes very much worse.” 

The Governor predicted 
peaceful settlement “within 24 
hours,” declaring that a plan has 
been evolved whereby the men 
would return to their jobs under 
a temporary truce pending a Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board 
hearing on CIO charges against 
Inland. 

The union has -accused the 
steel firms of violating the Wag- 
ner act in refusing to sign a col- 
lective bargaining contract. 

CIO leaders announced “re- 
sistance” would be offered to any 
attempts to reopen the mills in 
the Chicago area. 

Violence Flares. 

Violence broke out at Beaver 
Falls, Pa., late today. One man was 
seriously wounded by a tear-gas 
shell fired into a fighting crowd 
at the Moltrup Steel Products 
Company. 

At Niles, Ohio, national guard 
patrols drove back a crowd of 200 
men, women and children who 
gathered to picket the Republic 
Stee] plant in violation of a court 
injunction forbidding mass pick- 
eting. 

The back-to-work movement 
apparently slowed down in Re- 
public Warren steel mill late to- 
day, when only 350 men entered 
the main gate for the 3 p. m. shift. 
The CIO strikers kept sheet and 
tin divisions closed in both War- 
ren and Niles. 

In Ohio, Major General Gilson 
D. Light, directing troop-enforced 
peace throughout the mill-dotted 
Mahonig valley, said approxi- 
mately 15,500 men out of a nor- 
mally employed 20,000 workers 
were back on the job in affected 
Youngstown mills. 

1,800 Report for Work. 

At Johnstown, Pa., a Bethle- 
hem official said 1,800 men came 
to work on the 7 a. m. shift at 
one of the seven gates of the 
company’s Cambria works. 

Sidney Evans, Bethelhem in- 
dustrial relations representative, 
declared: 

“Production is going forward as 
before the strike was called 17 
days ago.” 

_At Warren, Ohio, the CIO execu- 
tive committee said the men re- 
turning to the mills in Ohio’s Ma- 
honing valley were “either green 
or hold unimportant positions.” 

They said the keymen, the 
“real makers and finishers of 
steel,” were still out and that 
“very little if any salable steel is 
being made.” 

“Go In, Come Out.” 

A committee statement declared: 

“Scores of cars went in and out 
of the mill (at Warren) four times 
within an hour, and the same per- 
sons were in those cars going both 
ways. They apparently went in 
and out just for the ride. They 
were young men and boys we had 
never seen before. 

“Seemingly the company has 
been putting on a show of strength 
in order to create the impression 
that there is a great rush of men 
back to work.” 

Steel officials, however, insist- 
ed the influx of workers under the 
protection of national guardsmen 
gave them “all the men we can 
use” and said full-blast production 
would be reached by the middle of 
the week.

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THE PERIL IN BUREAUCRACY 

The bill now pending in congress, known as 
the fair labor standards bill, contains provisions 
embodying serious danger to the liberty which 
is the heritage of the American people. In this 
bill is a clause which, if enacted into the law, 
would, it is charged, make possible a bureau- 
cratic rule for the United States which would 
be no less onerous than the dictatorships in 


Germany and Italy. 

This bill would create a labor standards 
board of five members and it provides this 
board “may select, employ, and fix compen- 
sation for any executive secretary and such at- 
torneys, examiners, regional directors, special 
consultants and experts as it deems necessary to 
carry out the functions and duties of the board, 
without regard to the provisions of other laws 
applicable to the employment and compensa- 
tion of officers and employes of the United 
States.” 

It is further provided that the board is 
authorized to “establish and utilize such re- 
gional, local and other agencies... aS may 
from time to time be needed.” 

Thus the bill would create a board with per- 
manent powers to establish, all over the nation, 
wherever and whenever it wished, branch bu- 
reaus manned by employes not answerable to 
any authority save the board itself. 

The board would have power not only to fix 
minimum wages and maximum working hours, 
but indirectly all wages and working hours and 
other conditions. It would possess this power 
not only over industry engaged in interstate 
commerce, but indirectly over intrastate indus- 
try also, for it would be argued that intrastate 
industry competes with interstate industry 
within the borders of its own state. 

While he was not speaking on this measure, 
the general warning against legislation grant- 
ing such unrestricted power to bureaucrats was 
voiced recently when Representative Martin 
Dies, of Texas, told the house “nothing but 
calamity can come to the United States if we 
continue to delegate our power to a gigantic 
bureaucracy that will become self-perpetuating 
and never accountable to the people.” 

The bill illustrates an unfortunate and un- 
sound tendency in thought among the group 
of radicals who have sprung into new promi- 
nence during recent years. Their type of rea- 
soning considers liberty well lost for fancied 
material welfare and would sacrifice the inde- 
pendence of the individual for a regimentation 
of life that, even though it put two automo- 
biles in every garage and a dozen chickens «in 
every refrigeratory would deprive the American 
citizen of all freedom to choose his way and 
conditions of life. 

John Stuart Mill, a century ago, foretold the 
outcome of such bureaucracy and collectivism 
when he wrote: “The social institutions which 
required them (the people) to exchange the 
control of their own actions for any amount of 
comfort or affluence or to renounce liberty for 
the sake of equality, would deprive them of 
one of the most elevated characteristics of 


human nature.” 


THE HOUSE BUILT OF ICE 
Biblical parable teaches that it is foolishness 
to build a house upon a foundation of sand, for 
the wind and the floods are apt, at any time, 
to sweep it away. 

Now it is discovered it is equally foolish to 
build a house of ice, for rising temperatures 
may, at any time, melt the walls and roofs and 
foundations and leaving nothing but a puddle 
of water to evidence any activities in icy archi- 
tecture. 

The Russian scientific expedition at the 
north pole is having trouble with its buildings 
made of ice. Rise of the mercury above the 
freezing point melted a blockhouse constructed 
for the radio station and melting walls com- 
pelled abandonment, temporarily at least, of 
scientific work. 

Worse than that, the very foundation upon 
which the structures are built is becoming in- 
secure. Without land at the north pole, the 
Soviet expedition erected their structures of ice 
upon an arctic floe, half a mile square, that 
floats around the watery pole. The polar. heat 
wave has weakened this ice and the expedition 
has had to transfer its quarters away from the 
outer edge, nearer to the center of its floating 
property. 

The average man, bemoaning temperatures 
in the nineties and complaining about the op- 
pressive heat within his home, may take com- 
fort that wood and brick and stone and steel 
do not melt in any weather, and be thankful 
he does not live in a region where a tempera- 
ture above the freezing point—about 32 degrees 
—means evaporation not only of his home, but 
of the very plot whereon it stands.

“THE BEST LAID PLANS—” 

Eighteen years ago the treaty of Versailles 
was signed. It was an instrument designed to 
consolidate the victory won, at a cost of 10,000,- 
000 slain, by the armies that fought to make 
the world safe for democracy. | 

Today, less than two decades afterwards, 
that treaty is almost entirely scrapped, with 
but slight evidences left that it was ever in 
effect. One by one the clauses intended to con- 
trol militaristic ambitions of Germany have 
been violated and rendered sterile by Adolf Hit- 
ler; one by one its interlocking plans for con- 
tinued world peace have been rendered im- 
potent. ; 

Democracy, instead of being established as 
the political faith of mankind, has been cir- 
cumscribed and weakened. Today nations all 
over the world which had been turning toward 
the light of liberty as defined by democratic 
ideals have slipped back into dictatorship and 
autocracy. Only the United States, the other 
American nations, Great Britain and the Brit- 
ish dominions, France and a handful of smaller 
European states still march behind the banner 
of individual independence. 


The men who wrote the treaty of Versailles | 


were actuated by ideals too ethereal for reali- 
zation in a post-war world, impoverished by 
years of war. They meant well, but they lost, 
by the pen, a large part of the victory won by 
bomb and bullet upon the battlefield. 

Yet their effort was not, truly, in vain. For 
it is only by aspiring toward the highest that 
man makes his slow progress toward the world 
of his dreams. The world has slipped backward 
in many things during these 18 years that are 
gone, yet in others it has advanced. And the 
ideal imagined by theorists of 18 years ago still 
remains a goal toward which to strive and a 
hope that will some day be made real when 
idealism becomes practicality in a better edu- 
cated and more Christian world. 

“The best laid plans o’ mice and men gang 
aft agley,” wrote Robert Burns. 

Yet the world is better for the very laying 
of plans, even though they prove, for the time 
being, futile. 


GROWING IMPORTANCE OF RECREATION 

Tomorrow at the University of Georgia in 
Athens a two-day conference on recreation, the 
second annual program of this type, will open. 
Distinguished speakers and leaders in educa- 
tion, physical training and the use of leisure 
time will address the gathering and lead round- 
table discussions. : 

Proper. use of leisure is becoming more and 
more a problem of vital import in all classes of 
society. The tendency to shorten the hours of 
work and ta provide each citizen. with more 
time for his own disposal makes necessary care- 
ful study and leadership of desirable activities 
for that time. 

From wise use of leisure time will develop 
the best citizenship of the future. On the other 
hand, improper and reckless dissipation of the 
independent hours will result only in increas- 
ing the criminal population of the nation and 
adding to the victims of disease. 

Recreation, properly used, should build 
stronger bodies and keener brains. It should 
lift man and woman to higher planes of ethi- 
cal understanding and add to the stature of 
the spirit as well as of the body. 

The profession of recreation leadership is of 
comparatively recent growth and much of the 
work is necessarily experimental in nature. The 
final beneficial programs, however, can only be 
discovered by a system of trial and error and 
by exchange of experiences and comparing of 
results. 

It is in this field. that such conferences as 
that to be held in Athens this week are of chief 
value. They bring together the most thought- 
ful workers in recreational planning and from 
the resultant discussions and reports are worked 
out those systems of community activity and 
individual development that will make for the 
greatest yield in benefit to all. 

The seed carried away by delegates to such 
a convention may germinate in the field of 
leisure time into a crop of better citizenship in 
every community of the state.

A WAR OF INDEPENDENCE 
(From the Courier-Journal.) 

In opposing to the bitter end the encircling 
armies of the Spanish Insurgents, the defenders 
of Bilbao not only are fighting against invasion 
of their capital, they are-waging a war of inde- 
pendence. Not only are they combating a siege 
of their city—and Bilbao in the 700 years of its 
history has never succumbed to a siege—they are 
combating the forces of autocracy that threaten 
to crush all their aspirations for liberty and self- 
government. This explains the desperation with 
which the Basque people, with all the odds against 
them, hold out against the modern war machine 
of General Franco. 

The predominantly Catholic Basques cast in 
their lot with the Popular Front Government and 
against the Catholic # Monarchist - Reactionary 
Rebels because the government promised them 
the autonomy for which they have struggled 
through all the years of their history and the In- 
surgents proclaimed the end of any kind of auton- 
omy. The republic and the Madrid regime ac- 
corded them semi-autonomous rule, with the hope 
of eventual independence; the Rebel] Junta en- 
visages a totalitarian state in which centralized 
authority will be carried to the extremes of the 
German and Italian dictatorships. 

The fall of Bilbao will not end the hopes of 
the liberty-loving Basques, but it will move the 
Rebels one step nearer their objective. Under any 
other circumstances the people, whose origin is 
shrouded in mystery, would fight to the last ditch 
against an invader, but now they have a double 
reason for opposing the enemies at their gates. 
Basque liberties cannot be crushed in one engage- 
ment involving the capture of the capital, but 
they can be crushed as were the liberties of the 
German and Italian people under a Fascist dic- 
tatorship. 

Religion’ plays no part in the struggle. The 
Basques are animated by an unconquerable love 
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report as “almost hopeless.”

WASHINGTON, June 28.—This is the season for

Before the now famous one on Jefferson Island was over, an- |: 
other, quite as significant but far less talked about—hardly meme , 


tioned in fact—as well under way. . 

Three important officials are taking part in this one. They left 
separately last week for Seattle where they will board a Depart- 
ment of Commerce boat for Alaskan waters. \ 

One is a member of the Bureau of Fisheries—these trips are 
nothing to him. Another is a member of the navy intelligence divi- 
sion. That sounds quite natural, a naval man should be interested 
in the deep and its denizens. 

The third is a member of the State Department. 

Like many fishing trips, little fishing will be done in the literal 
sense. The Japanese are attending to that in the littoral sense, the 
Alaskan littoral, to be specific. 


THOSE ENTHUSIASTIC JAPANESE Ofticially, the navy and 


the Bureau of Fisheries 
are just interested in routing matters, charts and shoals and, per- 
haps, our semi-official seals that live so happily with the members 
of the coast guard on the Pribilof Islands. ; 

Officially, the navy wili not be interested in the copy of a tele- 
gram which it hasn’t received yet, but will, which states that natives 
have just found again tents and other things with Japanese markings 
on one of our islands. The navy will not even be surprised. 

It has heard that surveyors’ stakes with Japanese marks have 
also been found on our islands. But then it’s said that Japanese 
fishermen are versatile and some of them have taken up surveying 
as a hobby. They are such enthusiastic surveyors that they some- 
times indulge in it on foreign soil without even thinking of getting 


a passport. 
THEY WANT CRABS The presence of the State Department 


official on the expedition is simple to 
explain. 

In a few days, though it hasn’t been announced yet, the senate 
foreign relations committee will hold a hearing on senate Resolu- 
tion 48, introduced by Senator Bone, of Washington. The resolu- 
tion politely requests that the State Department get a less unsatis- 
factory answer from the imperial Japanese government as to just 
what those fishing boats are fishing for beyond (and, it is insisted, 
sometimes inside) the three-mile. limit in Alaskan waters. 

Are they fishing, for instance, for salmon? Or just crabbing? 

What they are crabbing, the Alaskans insist, is the Alaskan 
salmon industry. 

Only so many salmon can be taken under the law; some must be 
left to go up the rivers to spawn. 

The Japanese government claims no interest in salmon, their 
love-life or anything else illegal or unpleasant—just crabs. 


SOME MIRACULOUS SALMON To this the Alaskans retort: 


1. Whenever an American 
approaches a Japanese fishing boat all activities cease. 

2. Observers have seen salmon nets spread at night. 

3. The Japanese are selling salmon on the world market which 
are supposed to have come from whence no salmon ever came 


before.

28. — Revisiting here 
At Home ny home state of 
Oklahoma after weeks in the 
welter of gossip in Washington, the 
wrangling of the strike situation, 
and the general intellectual writh- 
ing on the eastern seaboard, it is 
a relief to be where these things 
are heard only as echoes. 

Oklahoma is buying, moving 2 
bumper crop of 98 per cent wheat 
out of the fields and into the eleva- 
tors.

World Unrest 

NEW YORK.—In conversation 
with one of Britain’s leading coal 
exporters, writes Dr. Angus Wat- 
son in the Manchester Guardian, 
he informed me that immediate 
coal supplies, so far the British 


output was concerned, were ex- 
hausted, and that there was an 
immediate market for an output 
largely in excess of any available 
reserves. “If these could be found,” 
he added, “they could not be sold 
abroad, as shipping is not avail- 
able, in spite of the accelerated 
shipbuiiding program now in 
hand. The same position exists in 
France, Germany and Italy.” 
When Dr. Watson thereupon ask- 
ed for an explanation of the enor- 
mously increased world  con- 
sumption of coal at this time of 
the year he replied with the ane 
word “Armaments.” “We are cer- 
tainly heading for another war,” 
said the exporter. 

It is quite certain that citizens 
the world over have no desire to 
be plunged again into the debacle 
of 1914, but my observation is 
that there is an altogether fa- 
talistic attitude toward the whole 
problem, and that men of differ- 
ent nationalities, while abhorring 
the prospect of war, are increas- 
ingly convinced that an inescap- 
able situation is gradually devel- 
oping which will make war finally 
inevitable. Meanwhle, if our in- 
ternational statesmen have any 
confidence for the future in this 
direction they fail to express it, 
but appear to be held in thrall by 


: 


circumstances that are increasing- 
ly out of control. 


Justice for All. 


_ Has the time not come when, 
instead of piling up international 
armaments in steadily growing 
quantities, which, as the late Lord 
Grey said, will not prevent war 
but largely increase the possibility 
of it, the nations of the world 
should jointly explore the reason 
for the present unrest and the pos- 
sibility of its removal? This 
country, with the exception of a 
few firebrands, desires only jus- 
tice for all world citizens, even 


if the cost of that involves our. 


own nation in possible material 
loss. It is quite true that the same 
position is reflected among the 
majority of the thinking people in 
Britain, France and Germany. It 
surely is not beyond the wit of 
man to evolve a world tribunal 
that can fully explore the grounds 
for the present world unrest and 
discover some alternative solution 
to the arbitration of force. If the 
nations are forced to this chaos it 


will inevitably lead to the exter- 


mination of most of the fair fruits 
of civilization. 2 

The time is long past for the 
adoption of merely coercive meth- 
ods, and the insanity of the pres- 
ent world policy should be re- 
placed by a_ gesture by Great 
Britain or by America which will 
make it clear that we are domi- 
nated by no selfish motive and are 
prepared to make some sacrifice, 
any sacrifice almost, that will se- 
cure future justice to humanity as 
a whole. The presént race in ar- 
maments offers no security for 
peace.

LOCAL ACT REPEAL 
REPORTED GAINING 


Assemblymen Sympathetic, 
Senator Purdom Says, as 
Drys Press Fight. 


Senator Lee Purdom, of Black- 
shear, yesterday reported a sym- 
pathetic reception by general as- 
semblymen to “legislative cour- 
tesy” repeal of prohibition while 
church groups intensified their 
drive for dry law enforcement. 

Purdom declared enough legis- 
lators had expressed favor for the 
courtesy plan to indicate possibili- 
ties of forming a powerful bloc to 
halt passage of any local bill if 
they are balked in “local bill re- 
peal.” 

Reports Sentiment. 

“T have had answers from all 
over the state in which members 
of the legislature say they want 
repeal for their counties and ex- 
press intention of introducing bills 
exempting their counties from the 
dry law,” Purdom said. 

“From the indications, the bloc 
will be powerful enough to pre- 
vent passage of any local bill un- 
less these local repeal bills pass.” 

Two church organizations in At- 
lanta called on Federal Alcohol 
Administrator W. S. Alexander 
urging his aid in protecting Geor- 
gia as a ary state. 

At the same time, Senator Rich- 
ard B. Russell Jr., in a telegram to 
an Augusta minister, quoted Alex- 
ander as saying enforcement of the 
state dry law is primarily a local 
problem. 

Russell added, however, Alexan- 
der intended to use his power to 
check the flow of liquor into 
Georgia. 

Goes to Alexander. 

Alexander received his first re- 
quest from Revenue Commission- 
er T. Grady Head after Georgians 
declined at a referendum to repeal 
the prohibition statute. 

Head suggested the alcohol ad- 
ministration withdraw permits of 
any distillers or liquor wholesal- 
ers allowing their products to be 
shipped into Georgia. 

The’ federal official expressed 
intention of exercising any power 
he could through control of per- 
mits toward halting the shipments, 
but added the federal government 
could not come into Georgia to 
aid in enforcing the state’s prohi- 
bition law. 

Russell quoted Alexander as 
saying the federal government, in 
collecting revenue taxes from 
liquor retailers, does not sell im- 
munity from state prosecution, and 
that the federal permits should be 
of aid in enforcement of the state 
act. 

The telegram was released by 
the Rev. J. J. Sneed, leader of a 
group of Augusta churchmen 
seeking to keep liquor out of Au- 
gusta, which licenses the sale of 
“alcoholic beverages.” 

Groups Take Action. 

The Atlanta groups taking ac- 
tion were the Atlanta Christian 
Council and the Evangelical Min- 
isters’ Association, which request- 
ed federal aid in keeping liquor 
from the state. 

Representative W. M. Weaver 
Jr., of Bibb county, was one mem- 
ber of the assembly expressing dis- 
favor for the “local bill repeal” 
system. 

“T am a Democrat in the literal 
meaning of the word,” he said. 

“What the people want, I be- 
lieve in giving them. They voted 
for prohibition, and as far as I am 
concerned, I will vote dry with no 
local option.” 

One of his colleagues, Eugene 
Horne, expressed favor for a sys- 
tem of state-owned and operated 
liquor stores to be placed in those 
counties voting wet June 8. Such 
a system was suggested by Sena- 
tor Dave S. Atkinson, of Savan- 
nah immediately after the refer- 
endum.

Fulton county police today will 
seek grand jury § indictments 
against Chester Turner, bad boy 
of Georgia chain Bangs, charging 
assault with intent to murder two 
county officers and with larceny 
of an automobile.

Learning While Working, 
xplaining Operation; It’s 


Longer But Apparently Course Pays. 


If a college man wants to be 
sure of get a job on gradua- 
tion, says J. E. McDaniel, director 
of co-operative courses at ly 
Tech, he should “go cb-op,” for 
the graduates of the co-operative 
school sometimes have a better 
chance of getting jobs than the 
regular four-year men. 

Every member of the class that 
has just graduated from Tech, now 
has a position, including the 221 
who had jobs by graduation day, 
and the other 19 that have since 
made connections with different 
companies. 

Bulk Stay at Home. 

“And incidentally,” said Mr. Mc- 
Daniel, “from 75 to 80 per cent of 
all our graduates remain in Geor- 
gia, working for both large and 
small companies right here in our 
own state, in spite of the fact that 
big companies make many attrac- 
tive offers that would take them 
elsewhere.” 

The big companies frequently 
refer a co-op graduate, it is be- 
ieved, because such a man has 
had practical experience in the 
shops and mills, right along with 
the theoretical training in the 
school. , 

The co-operative school at Geor- 
gia Tech, Mr. McDaniel said, was 
the second of its kind in the world. 
The first was started in Cincin- 
nati, Ohio, in 1906. Tech began 

the co-op plan in 1912, and strug- 
gled along for 10 or 12 years with 
a discouragingly small enrollment. 

Gradually, as the plan became 
better known, enrollment began to 
increase, and at present it is the 

largest department at Georgia 
Tech, -having an enrollment of 600 


| undergraduates. 


Offering Five Courses. 

There are five courses offered 
under this plan at Tech, chemical, 
civil, electrical, mechanical and 
textile engineering. 

“The textile course,” said Mr. 
McDaniel, “should have special ap- 
peal for students in the south, 
since so many of the cotton, wool- 
en and silk mills have within the 
last five years. moved from the 
east to the south.” 

There are more jobs for the un- 
dergraduates in the textile mills 
than can be supplied, and the field 
is widening every day. 

In civil engineering, construc- 
tion companies and highway de- 
partments throughout the south- 
east are calling for co-op students. 

And the demand for the co-op 
undergraduate in the mechanical, 
civil and electrical field is on the 
increase by large engineering con- 
cerns, such as power, steel and 
electrical companies.

employment is brighter than at 

any time, for the undergraduate. 
How They’re Chosen. 

‘Co-operative Students are 
chosen from high school gradu- 
ates who stand in the top third 
of their classes in scholarship. 

A strict physical examination, 
equal to that of the army, is 
given each applicant. The boy 
must be of average height, or 
taller, says Mr. McDaniel, because 
going through co-op school is like 
unto going through “the school of 
hard knocks,” which means con- 
dition must be perfect. 

Students are divided into two 
sections in this department, the 
first section matriculates July 5, 
and goes to work September 27. 
The alternating section matricu- 
lates September 27 and goes to 
work at Christmas time. 

In that way two boys become 
two parts of a-whole, one part go- 
ing to school while the other part 
holds‘down the job. 

Expenses Absorbed. 

“Besides getting practical train- 
ing,” said Mr. McDaniel, “which 
is invaluable, they are enabled 
under the cO-op plan to pay a 
large portion of their expenses. 

“If a student works in the same 
town where he lives, and does not 
have to pay board while working, 
he can pay all his expenses, ex- 
cept for the first three months, 
for none of the students is al- 
lowed to work until he has been 
to school for three months.” 

Co-operative students “make” 
the same fraternities as other stu- 
dents, take part in all campus 
activities, receive scholastic hon- 
ors, and become members of the 
baseball, track and football teams. 

At graduation the majority of 
the students stay with their own 
companies where they have been 
for five years. They usually, 
though not always, begin with a 
better salaries than the four year 
student. 

Cosmopolitan Set. 

Forty per’ cent of the boys in 
the co-op department at Tech are 
not from Georgia, 
every state in the union is repre- 
sented. 

About a fifth of the boys who 
go co-op do not need to from a 
financial standpoint, but choose 
that means of “hardening them- 
selves to the working world” find- 
ing that harder than the cultural 
side of life. 

On‘the other hand the boy who 
has not had many cultural ad- 
vantages, but is already of the 
working world, finds his work 
easy, leaving time for the cul- 
tural which he has never had the 
chance to acquire before.

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COURT DIRECTS U. S: 
10 PAY PRODUCERS 
FUR COTTON TAXES 


Thousands of Exemption Cer- 
tificate Holders Affected 
by Reversal. 


WASHINGTON, June 8. um 
A decision by the United States 
court of appeals raised hopes of 
thousands of cotton producers to- 
night for recovery of $6,100,000 
paid in 1935 and 1936 for tax ex- 
emption certificates. 


Reversing a lower court deci- 
sion, the appellate court held four 
Alabama and Mississippi cotton 
growers, J. Wood Thompson, A. 
W. Fisher, D. S. Hobson and S. 
J. Ward, were entitled to recover 
$8,500 paid to the surplus cotton 
tax exemption pool for tax ex- 
emption certificates. 


100,000 Affected. 


The court asserted more than 
100,000 cotton producers who 
purchased $3,500,000 worth of the 
certificates under the Bankhead 
act, since repealed, were entitled 
to recover. ‘ 

Justice Department attorneys 
later expressed belief purchasers 
of $2,600,000 worth of certificates 
from an earlier, temporary pool 
likewise might recover as a result 
of the court’s decision. 

James W. Morris, chief of the 
Justice Department’s tax division, 
said he would confer immediately 
with aides of the advisabiilty of 
seeking a supreme court review 
of the entire situation. 

Sufficient funds are available to 
meet today’s judgment, govern- 
ment attorneys said. 

Sue the Farmers.

The airport is good and very 
easy to find.

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MAKING AIR TRAVEL SAFER. 
li—Airplane Traffic. 


Zeppelins have carried thou- 
sands of passengers, but airplanes 
have carried several millions. The 
flying age has been mostly an age 
of airplanes.

This year a leading aviation 
company has announced a_ time 
schedule of 15 hours and 20 min- 
utes for trips between California 
and New York. 

A few years ago, that speed 
would have been a record for the 
crossing of the continent. Now it 
is just a new airplane schedule. 
Going back 29 years, we find 
a prize of $2,500 being offered to 
the first pilot who flew “a mile 
in a straight line.” Aboard a little 
plane called the June Bug, Glenn 
Curtis won the prize on July 4, 
1908. 

Amazing changes have taken 
place during those 29 years. 
Oceans and continents have been 
crossed, and round-the-world trips 
have been made. A few weeks 
ago I added to my airpost collec- 
tion which Dick Merrill took with 
him on his recent round-trip 
flight across the Atlantic. It was 
postmarked May 8 at New York, 
was taken to London, then came 
back and was postmarked again 
in New York on May 14. That 


and Dick spent some time in Eng- 
land after he got over there. 

In the old days of sailing ves- 
sels, six weeks for an Atlantic 
round trip would have been excel- 
lent time. Now those miles are 
covelted by airplane in six days, 
with some of the days used for 
rest and sight-seeing! 

In the case of the airplane, as 
for dirigibles, the great problem 
is to make air travel safer. No 
matter how fast planes may fly, 
they will not be as successful as 
they should be until they are 
made safer. Most of us enjoy liv- 
ing, and the thrill of getting to a 
place in a hurry is not enough 
to make us take risks which are 
too great. 

Of course there is risk in all 
living—whether we are aboard an 
airplane or train or bus, in our 
own automobile, at camp or at 
home. The important question is, 
“How much risk do we take when 
we fly as compared with the risk 
in traveling other ways?” 

For some time I have given 
close study to figures about acci- 
dents, and here are the main facts 
I have found: 

Judging by the average of the 
past few years, it is far safer to 
ride in a bus than in a private 
automobile. 

Riding in a train (as a paying 
passenger) is more than twice as 
safe as riding in a bus. Each year 
there is a fearful toll from acci- 
dents in which railroad “trespass- 
ers” are killed, but paying pas- 
sengers inside passenger cars are 
safer than they would be. almost 
anywhere else. 

Riding in an airplane on a sched- 
uled trip is about one and a half 
times as dangerous as riding in a 
private automobile for a given dis- 
tance.

GERMANY VOICES 


TRADE DEMANDS 


BEFORE CHAMBER) 


International Group Is Told 
of Nazi Claims for Colo- 
nies, Raw Materials. 


BERLIN, June 28.—(#)—Nazi 
Germany laid her demands for 


colonies, raw materials and a 


share in world trade before the 
International Chamber of Com- 
merce as its ninthe biennial con- 
vention, a world parliament on 
business, opened here today. 

Reichsfuehrer Adolf Hitler 
heard his lieutenants state Ger- 
many’s case at the first session, 
and applauded from his seat in 
the president’s box. 

The 1,500 delegates from 39 
countries heard two Nazi gov- 
ernment spokesmen, Colonel] Gen- 
eral Hermann Wilhelm Goering, 
Hitler’s chief aide, and Dr. Hjal- 
mar Schacht, economics minister. 

Access Is Urged. 

At the first plenary session this 
afternoon, Ernst Trendelenburg, 
former acting minister of econom- 
on hong later assistant general sec- 
retary of the League of Nations, 
urged access to raw materials for 
Germany. 

The German demands were 
backed up by a delegation com- 
prising more than one-third of 
the total delegates. 

Goering said, “You may be sure 
Germany will continue to bring up 
the colonial problem until her 
urgent and legitimate desires re- 
garding colonies are fulfilled.” 

“Furthermore,” he _ continued, 
“Germany is working with all her 
energy on the undertaking known 
as the four-year plan.” 

Rearmament Defended. 

He defended the Reich’s rear- 
mament, and added that “as far 
as it depends on Germany, there 
will not be another war.” 

Dr. Schacht emphasized the 
need for raw materials and said 
the delegates would have to con- 
sider whether peace is served “if 
it is possible to open or close 
great sources of raw materials to 
any nation purely ffor political 
purposes.” He said an equalized 
program would “automatically put 
an end to economic nationalism 
and all so-called autarchic en- 
deavors.” 

The German delegates improved 
an opportunity to try to gain sym- 
pathy for the Reich’s program of 
self-sufficiency, the four-year 
plan directed by Goering.

City Committee Accepts Of- 
fer Ending Two-Year-Old 


Controversy. 


A two-year-old controversy over 
back taxes against the Shrine 
Mosque was ended when the tax 
committee accepted a compromise 
proposal yesterday afternoon. It 


voted also to hike the business li- 
cense of the Atlanta Gas Light 
Company to $1,000 and to create 
new business classifications to tax 
law schools and broadcasting sta- 
tions. 

Recommendations of the com- 
mittee will be considered by city 
council in session on Tuesday, 
July 6. . 

Alderman I. Gloer Hailey, mayor 
pro tem., announced yesterday 
council will meet July 6 because 
Monday, July 5,g¢he regular meet- 
ing day, has been designated a le- 
gal holiday by Governor Rivers. 

Tax committeemen said “this is 
a good settlement” as they accept- 
ed a $21,720 check from operators 
of the Shrine Mosque for taxes in 
1935, 1936 and 1937. 

History of Dispute. 

Controversy over the Shrine 
taxes began in 1935, when the 
city took over operation of the 
mosque for one year. The deal 
tu purchase the large building at 
Peachtree street and Ponce de 
Leon avenue fell through and the 
property reverted to the bond- 
holders, The city laid claim to 
1935 taxes and the operators 


|claimed exemption because the city 


was in possession of the mosque. 
Settlement was reached when it 
was agreed to pay the city ap- 
proximately $9,000 tax for the year 
of 1935. The city’s net claim was 
for $27,000. 

Aiderman Roy Callaway ypro- 
posed the ordinance to hike the 
business license of the gas com- 
pany from $300 to $1,000 per year. 

“The gas company pays no fran- 
chise tax as do the power and 
telephone companies,” he pointed 
out. If council approves the pro- 
posal, it will be the first business 
liecnse to be raised to the new 
$1,000 maximum allowed by the 
recent legislature. 

Pay No Ad Valorem. 

Councilman Frank Wilson, chair- 
man of the committee, introduced 
ordinances to require law schools 
and broadcasting stations to pay 
business licenses of $300 a year. 
“They do not pay any ad valorem 
taxes,” he said. 

Councilman J. Allen Couch ap- 
peared before the committee to 
ask an adverse vote on his pro- 
posal to fix a filling station busi- 
ness license according to gallons 
sold. He introduced the proposal 
in council last week. Callaway 
suggested a new reduced scale 
based on storage capacity and it 
was favored b ythe committee. 

Proposed Scale. 

_ His proposal puts a maximum 
license of $300 for stations with 
capacity of 8,000 gallons or more, 
scaling downward to $40 for tank 
or less. 
The scale includes reductions of 
from $25 to $50 per year for tank 
capacities of from 2,101 to 6,000 
gallons. 

An. ordinance to put a double 
tax on grocers who remain open 
longer than 63 hours per week, in- 
troduced by Callaway last week 
at the request of the Atlanta Re- 
tail Food Dealers’ Association, was 
filed yesterday by the committee. 
T. L. Lyle, president of the asso- 
ciation, asked that the paper be 
killed, it was said. Organibed food 
dealers sought the extra tax to aid 
in closing grocery stores not ob- 
serving the 63-hour week. The 
plan was found to be impractical.

AND WRONG WAY TO DIET. 

Dieting may be all in vain. Do 
you skimp on sugar, and then salt 
generously? That’s no way to get 
slim, for salt keeps you from los- 
ing. Do you shun milk, and then 
fill up on water at mealtime? Then 


you are making room for more 
calories. Or, maybe you “diet” at 
meals, and eat between meals, 
which is still another wrong way 
out of avoirdupois. 

Sugar is concentrated calories, 

and you know that each rounded 
teaspoon counts 30 calories in your 
weight program. Salt, however, is 
an incalculable factor in the re- 
ducer’s program. Although it con- 
tains no calories, dieting may be 
all in vain simply because you use 
too much salt! Most overweights 
salt generously, and excess salt is 
found to hold water in the tissues, 
preventing a registered weight 
loss. You will find that you lose 
weight more quickly if you cut 
down on salt. 
Too much salt causes one to 
drink an excess of water. Another 
common error of the overweights 
is to drink large quantities of wa- 
ter with meals. From the stand- 
point of weight loss, that is ex- 
actly the wrong time. Drink wa- 
ter between meals, when it does 
not remain in the stomach to en- 
large the appetite but passes rap- 
idly through the system. Taken 
with the meal, water stays in the 
stomach and _ actually stretches 
that already capacious organ. If 
you are serious about dieting, re- 
strict your mealtime liquid to just 
one glass. 
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Don’t salt too generously. -

HEALTH TALKS 


By DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


The Teacher with Undulant Fever. 

Correspondent asked “Would 
you advise employing a_ school 
teacher who has undulant fever? 
Reasons for or against.” Answer 
printed in this column. “No, The 
germs of the disease may be given 
off for eight or ten months after 
the onset of the illness.” 


This brought a protest from the 
wife of the man who had undu- 
lant fever for three years. She 
would like to know my authority 
for “stating unconditionally that 
the disease is contagious for eight 
or 10 months following onset.” 

I have never “stated uncondi- 
tionally” that undulant fever is 
contagious for any time or stage. 
There is still considerable uncer- 
tainty about the mode of infection 
with undulant fever (also called 
Malta fever, Texas fever, Mediter- 
ranean fever), and until we know 
positively how this, disease is con- 
tracted we cannot conscientiously 
say that a person who has it or 
who has recently recovered from 
it may be employed in any ca- 
pacity which involves more or 
less intimate contact with other 
persons, 

Nor can we honestly assure the 
public that one will not get un- 
dulant fever if one drinks no raw 
milk. Undulant fever. is more 
frequently seen in persons em- 
ployed as handlers of goats, cat- 
tle, swine; it is comparatively un- 
common in infants and young 
children who are the chief con- 
sumers of milk. However, if there 
is any anxiety about the hazard 
of milk from cow or goat that has 
contagious abortion, Bang’s dis- 
ease (which is probably identical 
with or closely related to undu- 
lant fever in man) the milk, re- 
gardless of its source or grade, 
may be made perfectly safe for 
infant, child or adult by the sim- 
ple process of bringing it to a boil 
for one minute only. 

Competent investigators who 
have studied undulant fever say 
that the germ may be discharged 
in the urine from 20 to 300 days 
after the onset of the illness. They 
believe an insect may be con- 
cerned as the carrier of the in- 
fection. 

Only subsidized experts, if you 
know what that means, are cock- 
sure about the cause and preven- 
tion of undulant fever. For that 
matter, one has to make due al- 
lowance for the subsidy that in- 
spires much of our present-day

Smoked finnan haddie may be 
washed and broiled, then served 
with melted butter, or put on the 
fire in cold water, gently brought 
to a boil, simmered a few minutes, 
then put on warm platter, dotted 
with butter and served. The 
Scotch muffins recipe contains 
neither eggs nor milk, and Mrs. J.

Today’s Recipes. 

Scotch Muffins—One and one- 
half cups sifted flour, three tea- 
spoons baking powder, four tea- 
spoons sugar, one-half teaspoon 
salt, four tablespoons shortening, 
two-thirds cup cold water. Sift to- 
gether the flour, baking powder, 
sugar and salt. Add shortening, 
working it in with fingers. Add 
water. Drop pieces of this wet 
dough into ungreased muffin tins, 
dividing dough as nearly evenly as 
possible.

The difference in bak- 
ing time depends on whether a 
glaze is used; a shorter time is re- 
quired with a glaze, as the top 
crust browns more readily. To 
glaze, brush top with milk before

They already have been lining up 
the target, a large red flag carried on a sea sled behind the 
towing ship. 

There are two men who sight the four-inch guns. They are 
the pointer and the trainer. And not, as one of the boys 
phrased it, ‘‘pointer and setter.” The pointer can move t 
muzzle of the gun up and down to catch the target which bobs 
up and down with the waves. The trainer can move the gun 
forward or aft. 

A good team of a pointer and trainer are long in the 
making. I put an ear to the check-sight as they came on 

the range. There are two lines across the front of each 

telescope sight. They cross at the center of the sight. 

Now, two men, sitting in saddles on opposite sides of the 

gun, must train that long gun until the cross marks meet 

on the target. At best they can stay there only an in- 

stant or so. Yet the sights must be on the target and 

not merely rolling across it. 

In this practice they fire sub-caliber ammunition. I watched 
that target, bobbing about, slipping down into a hollow of the 
waves, wobbling on top of one, sliding this way and that. It 


was tough pointing and training. And yet I think these boys are. 


going to do a good job when they meet in gunnery competition 
with the gun crews from Yale, Harvard and Northwestern who 
are with this squadron. 

The boys are learning things. 


THE HOT SHELL MEN. 

And they can’t wait until the day they fire. Turning loose a 
four-inch shell is not lacking in excitement. If you are close to 
the gun there is a feeling, when she fires, as if someone had hit 
you in the face with a heavy, hot, wet towel. 

Each crew has the pointer and trainer, the control man, the 
gun captain who closes the breach on each shell and who opens 
it when fired; and the hot shell man. 

_When the shells come out after firing they are rather 
hot. And so the hot shell man wears asbestos gloves for 
that little job. There is no danger. The worst he can 
do is drop the shell and let it roll under the rail.

BOND SELLING SPREE 
SENDS PRICES DOWN 


Industrial, Utility and U. S. 
Treasury Sections Fall 
Off Sharply.

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NEW YORK, June 28.—(/)— 
Disapponited over May railroad 
operating results, holders offered 
carrier loans at concessions today 
in one of the heaviest selling 
sprees the bond market has ex- 
perienced in months. 

The pronounced shift in senti- 


ment away from these obligations, 
traders said, was precipitated by a 
drop in net operating income for 
the month compared with a year 
ago by many of the prominent sys- 
tems. This showing was made in 
the face of generally improved 
gross revenues. The Associated 
Press averages for 20 rail loans 
broke .6 of a point to 91.3, the low- 
est since May 12, 1936, when 9.12 
was established. Illinois Central 
4 3-4s plunged 3 3-4 to 66 1-4, 
Baltimore & Ohio 4 1-2s reacted 
3 1-2 to 66 and Southern Pacific 
4 1-2s lost 2 7-8 to 81. Alleghany 
stamped 5s, Erie 5s, Northwestern 
4 3-4s and St. Paul 5s of 1975 all 
lost a point or more and numerous 
other liens cracked major frac- 
tions. 

The industrial and utility sec- 
tions of the domestic corporate di- 
vision likewise fell back sharply. 
The Associated Press average for 
10 industrials lost .2 of a point to 
102.3, a new low since December 
30, 1936, when it stood at 102.2. 
The 10 utilities fell .3 of a point 
to 96.2, the lowest since July 2, 
1936, when 96.0 was reached. The 
10 low yields lowered a bit, but 
not notably. 

The United States governments 
section was a bit more active and 
generally lower. These issues 
showed declines of from 1-32nd 
to 11-32nds of a point, most of 
which were of minor dimensions. 

Turnover for all bonds totaled 
$8,587,000, face amount, against 
$6,794,000 Friday.

Sharp Increase in Direct Re- 
duction Mortgages Re- 
ported for Georgia.

WASHINGTON, June 28.—Re- 
ports of the 43 federal savings and 
loan associations in Georgia re- 
ceived today by the Federal Home 
Loan Bank Board show that home 
construction continues to expand 
at a fast rate in that state. 

Direct reduction mortgage loans 
for purchase, construction, recon- 


dential dwellings in Georgia, made 
by these associations, increased 


the reports revealed. These loans 
totaled $6,690,969 on June 1, 1936; 
the figure had risen to $10,233,705 
on June 1, this year, the increase 
being $3,542,736. 

A direct reduction loan is one 
in which the face value of the 
mortgage is continually decreased 
by easy monthly payments like 
rent until the borrower owns his 
home free of debt. 

Assets and savings of these as- 
sociations likewise increased dur- 
ing the 12-month period. Assets 
leaped from $7,056,907 to $11,713,- 
836, an increase of $4,656,929. Sav- 
ings rose from $3,809,542 to $5,- 
683,887, or $1,874,345 in new pri- 
vate invested funds. Savings ac- 
counts increased in number from

Federal aid in construction of 
two $100,000 junior high school 
buildings will be sought by the 
Atlanta Board of Education.

“If we receive WPA 
aid, we will supply skilled labor 
and the WPA will donate ordinary 
labor. If we get PWA aid, we will
